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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Dear Sir: 

Claims 1-48 are pending in the present application. The claims have been subject to a 
restriction/election of species requirement. Applicants elect the Group I claims, that is, claims 1- 
40. In response to the election of species requirement Applicants elect ceftiofur hydrochloride as 
the antibacterial substance. Applicants also elect Labrafil M-19944CS, which is a polyglycolized 
glyceride having oleic acid as the main fatty acid component, as the amphipathic oil, and 
cottonseed oil as the non-aqueous carrier. In response to the election of species requirement 
Applicants elect, with traverse, the mammary gland as the single organ. Applicants respectfully 
suggest that since pharmaceutical composition claims 1-40 have been elected for prosecution, an 
election of species requirement relating only to claims which have been withdrawn under the 
restriction requirement is inappropriate.
